York’s early days in the Navy reachas'the 
ew Sunday World .(a Dublin paper), 
hen hia Royal Highness was a ama!

he had a fioreo quarrel one day with a 
young fellow of about the same oge from 
the North of Ireland. Buya will be boys 
in-the heat of a personal quarrel, just as ab 
uny other time, and it is not surprising 
thet Prince George should have called 
haa colleaguo ‘an Irish pig,’ nor is- it 
surprising that the spirited boy 
with whom he was quarrelling should have 
tried to avenge the insult in blood The 
two lads were immediately at it hammer and 
tongs, but alus for the future of the midship- 
man from Ireland he proved the more 
‘puissant’ of the two, and succeeded in 
drawing blood from his Royal Highness’s 
nose, and inflicting other iujuries upon the 
Royal person. ‘That, of course, should 


have been the end +f the matter until a; 


future’ opportunity presented, itself for 
Prince George having revenge in a second 
enceunter by blecding the noge of the Trish 
midshipman. No person could ensily be. 


lieve that the Royal youngster would have} 


desired uny other termination to the 
boyish dispute, and according ty .the 
ordinary course of events tho two boys 
would have in all probability been frmer 
friends for the encounter. 
the naval authoritics do? They dismissed 
the Trish midshipman from the service, und 
deprived him of the future of activity and 
honour which was just apening out to him, 
The Swe adds: * We feel certain that the 
Dake of York would not willingly have 
allowed such a punishment to be 
inflicted, aud when he is in the neigh- 
bourhoed of Enniskillen going North, ho 
could not do better than try to discuver his 
old shipnmate. and muke amends to him." 
It is worthy of note that when William JV, 
carne te the thrune-in 1830, a distinguished

WHAT TO DO WITH UGLINESS, 


Perschal ugliness is got a pleasant burden 
for any man or woman to carry through 
lifo, and the way in which it is borne usually 
furnishes a very good indox to character. 

The poet Rogers wag afilicted with a 
notably unpleasant, cadaverous counten- 
ance, which, with all his intellectual power, 
was a mortification to hint. To bide hia 
annoyances, he joked about his ugliness in- 
cessantly, and deceived hia friends into sup- 
posing him indifferent to it. He once 
turned to Sydney Smith, who, with Byron 
and Moore, was -dining with him, and 
said :— 

‘Chantrey -wants to perpetuate this 
miscrable face of mince. What pose would 
| you suggest that I should tuke ? 

‘If yuu really wish to spare the world as 
much as possible,’ said Lhe wit, ‘I would, 


faco buried in my hands.’ 

Rogers laughed with the-other persons 
present, but he shot a malignant glance at 
the jester, and, it is said, nover fully for- 
gave him for the Lun mot: * ine 

The distinction of being the upliest man 
in England was borne for forty years by a 
Flemish musician named Heigdegger, a 
protégé of George JI, who, by his wit and 
tact, ased his gargoyle face to keep his mas- 
ter in good humuur, and furnish jokes for 
him. He made a fortune, and kopt his 
place at cuurt until the age of ninety. An 
artist of thie timé has preserved for us tha 
‘incredibly ugly face, which was the chief 
capital of its owner. : 

Madam De Stiivl and Charlotte Bronté 
were women lacking in the usual traits of 
feminine beauty, but thoy were se unconsci- 
ous and indifferent to their defects,” that 
their personal charm was greater than 
that ofnost beautiful women. ‘ne, £e 

{Mrs Browning,’ says a friend, who know 
her in Florenco, * way tho tiniest of women, 
There was something elfish in her bird-like 
face and massed of black hair. But she 
had prubably in her childhood bidden good- 
hyo tothe hopeof‘bedaty, and hud forgotten 
all about it. Hence, when her acul lovked 
directly through the pinched features into 
yours, what did you care how ugly they 
were, 

If the face lacks comeliness, good eonsa 
should prevent attempts to make it more 
attractive by cosmutivs or depilaterios or 
nose molas, or by set, artidcial smiles. 
Homely features should be let alone and, 
forgotten. If the possessor o€ them is chesr- 
ful end Isind, solfforgetiul and courteous, 
she has qualitiés that ate more highly 
esteemed than mere beauty, qualities that 
won for the Russian Princess Ulga, who was 
supremely ugly, the pleasant distinction of 
bela the most charming woman in ths 
world,’
